Davison’s Georgian Room, Second Floor 
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State School Board 
Tables Dictatorship 


The State Board of Education has 
tabled its unconstitutional “thought con- 
trol” resolution which would have re- 
voked the licenses of any teacher who en- 
dorsed the Supreme Court decision on 
schools or who belonged to the NAACP. 

Instead, it has called on local school 
boards to enforce the state laws. 

There will be general satisfaction over 
this decision, which inevitably had gained 
for Georgia a bad press nationally. One 
cannot initiate a Stalin-like or Hitler-like 
police-state measure and have it go ig- 
nored by the people of the country who do 
not believe a state can take away the legal 
rights of a citizen. 

The really puzzling question left is 
why the state’s attorney general recom- 
mended to the State School Board that it 
adopt such a policy. It was one which 
sickened even those who strongly oppose 
the Supreme Court decisions. 

The state board has, in our opinion, 
made the only possible move in escaping 
an embarrassing and untenable position. 
It places the responsibility on _ local 
boards. 

What the board finally must do is to 
leave decisions as to schools to the local 
boards who are most familiar with what 
their people will or won't do. They should 
be allowed to operate without political 
harassment and direction. Local control 
is the only possible way to final dispo- 
sition of the problem. 


Training School Probe 


Should Seek the Truth 


Investigations of reported brutality are 
under way at the Industrial Training 
School for Boys at Alto. 

The Habersham Grand Jury obvidus- 
ly is gravely concerned. Some of the tes- 
timony has come from former guards who 
quit because, reportedly, they could not 
stand to be around the atmosphere of 
brutality. 

Joining them in testifying to degrad- 
ing, inhuman treatment was the school 
chaplain. He said, too, that boys were 
“beaten, clubbed and kicked.” 

By all means let the investigation 
continue. 

And let it be thorough. 

Inmates undoubtedly fear to testify. If 
the charges are true and are in any way 
whitewashed, they will suffer the more. 
It will be a difficult investigation, one re- 
quiring persistence and patience to ob- 
tain the real facts. 

The grand jury is holding up any 
findings until the state has had time to 
act. That is proper. We feel sure the grand 
jury, knowing the value of the school to 
the state and community, will wish it to 
be well-run for that reason as well as for 
the Christian one which commands against 
man’s inhumahity to man. 

The State of Georgia suffered for years 
from the brutalities of the now~-abolished 
chain gang system. We cannot permit it 
to develop in an institution for the re- 
habilitation of boys.

Has Run Out of Shelves 


Pity the poor grocer! No longer is he 
concerned about getting enough goods to 
fill his shelves but about enough shelves 
to handle the hundreds of new products 
food manufacturers are vending and 
which his customers demand. And the old 
cracker barrel is as obsolete as the show- 
boat on the Mississippi. 

At least that’s the word “from the 
Texas Retail Grocers’ Association which 
has been holding its meeting in Dallas. 
The association, which represents inde- 
pendent grocers and claims to be the 
largest such organization in the world, is 
incensed over the fact that high pressure 
advertising is causing a squeeze on shelf 
room. 

The number of -brands and products 
is increasing faster than they can increase 
their shelf space. As reported in the Wall 
Street Journal, one grocer remarked: 
“Back in the old days you only had to 
have two kinds of cereals—Corn Flakes 
and Rice Crispies. Now every week there's 
a new cereal, complete with space helmet, 
records, license plates and pictures.” 

Another complained, “At last count 
we had 27 different brands of dog food 
on hand. A few years ago all the dog food 
you had to have was a few meat scraps.” 

And bird seed! “You've got to have 
eating seed, song "seed, cuttlebone and 
gravel,” griped one groceryman. “That’s 
just for the canary. You got to have some- 
thing different for a parakeet, and some- 
thing else again for love birds.” 

Scores of soap products, from chloro- 
phylled dog soap to washing powder with 
vitamins added, are crowding milk off the 
shelves. Home permanent-wave sets— 
everybody's making them. “They've got

to make One for hard-to-manage hair, one 
for normal-to-manage, one for. easy-to- 
manage, one for very-easy-to-manage 
and another for very, very-easy-to-man- 
age hair.” 

All of which could explain a lot of 
things, not the least of them being the 
advantages of a free enterprise system 
wherein the consumer—his appetite whet- 
ted by advertising and competition— 
demands and gets what he wants. And if 
he doesn’t he knows where to go and 
the poor grocer who cannot satisfy his 
needs will soon find himself out of 
business.

Were Still Planning 
While Others Clean Up 


Memphis is the latest Southern city to 
really get moving on a slum clearance 
plan under the federal urban redevelop- 
ment program, 

The government has announced that 
the city has been granted $99,800 for pre- 
liminary work on the project, and that 
more than $3,000,000. has been ear- 
marked for the job. On completion, this 
phase of Memphis’ slum clearance pro- 
gram is expected to cost $6,600,000. 


Under this program the government 
loans municipalities money to buy and 
clear out slum areas. The city then sells 
the land to selected developers for either 
residential or industrial purposes and re- 
pays the government with the proceeds. 

The result is the conversion of a sub- 
standard section of a city into an average 
or better sector. Slums are breeders of 
disease and crime and absorb more in 
city services than they produce in revenue. 
| This process of changing sickly slums 
“into sound, healthy neighborhoods has 
been underway for several years. Nothing 
has been done in Atlanta for several 
reasons including legal technicalities. 

A survey is being made now for 
redevelopment in Atlanta. All sections of 
the city will receive proper attention. 
When the survey is finished, Atlanta will 
apply for federal aid. 

In the meanwhile, Memphis, Birming- 
ham, Nashville and other Southern cities 
forge ahead in this important civic repair 
work. Atlanta's slums are notorious. The 
sooner we go about rebuilding them the 
better.

The legislative committee currently assigned to study procedures 
at the Milledgeville State Hospital has before it challenging oppor-

If its members will carefully,

Dr. Rufus Clement, Negro educator who is a member of his race on 
the Atlanta Board of Education. has agreed with other. members of 
the board to ‘‘go along’ with a proposal that the full board study the 
problems of ending segregation in the public schools, but do nothing to 


change the present setup 

It took a lot- of courage for Dr 
Clement to take this stand. For 
the NAACP big wigs up North will 
jump on Dr. Clement with both 
feet. The NAACP, representing the 
more extreme element of his race, 
won't like his decision. Not only 
did Dr. Clement: show a lot of 
courage but a lot of good common 
sense in arriving at his decision. 

Dr. Clement, on the ground, as 
it were; where he knows loeal con- 
ditions better than the NAACP ex- 
tremists up North, is surely in 
a better position to know what is 
best for his race and for the state. 
He realizes that the question of 
segregation must be settled on a 
local level and cannot be settled 
by professional ‘‘do-gooders’’ in 
far-off. cities. 

We have talked with many of 
the Negro citizens of Griffin and 
we have found a great, majority of 
them—we might even say 100 per 
cent of those to whom we have 
talked—are more than satisfied 
with the present setup. 

They approve the greatly im- 
proved. school Situation here in as 
far as their race is’ concerned.

acid.’’ -Although such treatment 
dissolves only a tiny fraction of

Genetic Damage 
Warning Given 

GENEVA, Aug. 15 (# — The 
atoms-for-peace conference heard 
a solemn warning ‘today that hered- 
itary damage from radiation is po- 
tentially the most dangerous of all 
problems accompanying the exten- 
sive use of atomic energy. 

Leading experts in the field of 
genetics agreed that the present 
danger is not serious~but they de- 
clared that precautions must be 
taken to prevent a threatening in- 
crease of radiation as the world 
finds more uses for this new en- 
ergy. 

Dr. Gunnar Randers, special ad- 
viser to Dag Hammarskjold, Unit- 
ed Nations secretary general, told 


a news conference later in the day) 
that ‘‘technically there is nothing | 


to fear.’’ 


CONTROLS NECESSARY | 


He said everybody agreed that 
safeguards and controls are nec- 
essary, but this should not present 
any serious problem. 

“It can be done very easily, if 
we want to do it,’’ he said. | 

Prof. Tage Kemp of Denmark, | 
chairman of a session on the ef- 
fects of radiation on heredity, said’ 
there is no doubt that radiation 
causes changes in hereditary proc- 
esses and that the effect will in- 
crease in the future as human 
being are exposed to larger doses 
of radiation. 


If radiation goes beyond a cer- 
tain intensity — which is at pres- 
ent undefined, he said — it would 
present a ‘‘potential hazard to the 
human race as well as to plant 
and animal life.’’ 


HEREDITARY CHANGES 


He was not referring to direct. 
damages to the persons exposed, 
but to hereditary changes which 
would produce a race or a nation 
“composed of hereditary deficien-| 
cies, abnormalities and diseases.’’ 

“The presence of the lesions,”’ 
he said, ‘‘will depend on the in- 
tensity of the irradiation the pop- 
ulation is exposed to.”’ 

Kemp said scientists have not 
yet determined the danger ‘‘thresh- 
old’' of radiation, but he ex- 
pressed belief that radiation from 
present peaceful uses of atomic 
energy is well below that level. 

It was Bruce Wallace of the Bio- 
logical Laboratory at Cold Springs 
Harbor, N. Y., who said: 

“Of the many problems accom- 
panying the extensive use of atom- 
ic energy, the most insidious and 
potentially the most dangerous is 
that resulting from genetic dam- 
age.”’ 

T. C. Catter of the Medical ‘Re- 
search Council at Harwell, Brit- 
ains atomic research center, 
called for an extensive study pro}- 
ect on an international scale on 
this subject.

public education even more 
than fhe normal child,’’ ex- 
plained Miss Jarrell. ‘‘And as 


time goes on we hope to place 
all handicapped children, espe- 
cially the blind and deaf, in 
regular classrooms. This will 
be done as quickly as materials 


and trained teachers’ are 
available.”’ 

TEACHER TRAINING 

At present there are only 


three teachers in Atlanta schools 
trained to teach the blind. A 
program is already in progress 
for more teacher training and 
for finding and bringing out 
the handicapped children. 

The primary aim of the prof- 
ect is to psfulfill the braille 
needs of Atlanta schools. 

Approximately 44 blind 
dren are on record in Fulton 
and DeKalb counties. Eleven 
of these are expected at Faith 
school this term. Some are 
enrolled at boarding schools. 
Others are not attending school. 

Mr. Lown, blind since birth, 
is working on his masters de- 
gree from Emory University.

Surgery Rated Best 


Treatment for Hernia 


Surgery is the best treatment 
for hernia. Trusses, while still 
used, are a second choice as they 
offer only temporary relief. Most 


physicians have discarded the in- | 
jection treatment because results | 


are unpredictable. 


There is reason to believe that 


hernias have existed since the 
beginning of man. 

After all, the ancients were 
made of the same stuff as we 
are and they came into the world 
with similar weaknesses and de- 
fects. They also did manual labor 
and subjected their bodies to the 
usual stresses and strains. 

Early physicians treated her- 
nias in the same crude way as 
they treated everything else. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Alfred H. Iason 
of Brooklyn, N.Y., up to the 
middle of the 19th century sur- 
geons “hacked, hewed, slashed, 
incised, cauterized, sacrificed, 
and even castrated for the treat- 
ment of this condition. 

“They stood the victims on 
their heads, bled and rebled them 
unmercifully; applied hot and 
cold poultices and tortured with 
tobacco enemas and drastic 
purges. They used screws, pins, 
needles, wires, scalpels, scissors, 
bivalve instruments and syringes 
with which they injected blood, 
salt, iodine, air, water, alcohol 
and acids.”’ 


The modern surgeon strength- 
ens the weakened abdominal wall 
by correcting the basic defect. 
Most hernias are in the groin, 
in a spot that remains open in 
the developing fetus. After the 
baby is born, Mother Nature may 
do a poor job of closing the area 
and; as a result of this weak- 
ness, the intestine pokes through 
the opening, producing a bulge. 

These soft swellings increase 
In size on standing, 
or coughing. This is understand- 
able as such actions 
pressure within the abdominal 


cavity. Conversely, the hernia is | 


likely to disappear with gentle 
pressure from 


back and relaxes. 


Hernia seldom is painful ex- | 
cept during early stages. At this | 
time it may hurt to cough, blow | 
the nose, or lift a heavy object. |

isted long before and force was | 


needed to bring it out. There 


are exceptions because not all | 


hernias are alike. 
More and more, surgeons are 
advocating repair as soon as 


hernia is discovered. This ap- | 
plies to the l-day-old child as | 


well as to the 40-year-old work- 
ing man. The operation requires 
more skill in infancy but the out- 
come is excellent. 


Furthermore, when done early | 


in life it is easier to correct the 
underlying cause because ad- 
jacent tissues have not become 
weakened or overstretched.

“T realized immediately that I 
should have broken the news to 
her more tactfully, for she re- 
acted as if I had accused her of 
venereal infection or something 
morally wrong. 

“She replied, ‘Why, that’s im- 
possible! He has always been 
under the care of our best 
pediatricians.’ 

‘Later, she consulted another 
pediatrician down the street who 
immediately confirmed my diag- 
nosis of rickets. 

“But instead of being grateful 
for my being the first to point 


out her child's ailment, she ig- 
nored me thereafter and con- 
tinued to let this second doctor 
handle the case,’’ 


BEWARE EGO DEFLATION 


Dr. Lucille’s experience is fa- 
miliar to almost every dentist 
and physician, 

Even though you point out a 
fault that may save the life of 
the patient, the latter may grow 
angry at you and later, after con- 
firming your diagnosis by some 
other specialist, 
patronize the latter. 


For example, back in the 
middie 1920s, I spent five years 
with Dr. Robert H. Gault, in- 
vestigating the education of the 
deaf. 

We were financed in our unique 
tactual aid to improve lipreading 
by the National Research Coun- 
cil of America and the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, D.C. 

Our work was purely 


fit of all schools for the deaf. 

After three years at Gallaudet 
College in Washington, where we 
had received excellent coopera- 
tion, we finally moved into New 
England. 

Originally, our reception there 
had been most cordial. But we 
soon found that this school was 
planning a multimillion-dollar 
financial campaign. 


LEVERAGE 


It apparently had coaxed us 
there so it could photograph our 
laboratory and use us as lever- 
age for gaining contributions for 
its own fund-raising drive. 


Dr. Gault properly informed 
the school officials, however, that 
our psychological research was 
not intended for the profit of any 
single school for the deaf, so we 
could not let them monopolize 
our research as an aid to their 
financial drive. 

Well, our warm reception im- 
mediately grew more frosty. And 
the chill became icy when we 
started comparing the teen-age 
deaf children with the 
attainment of normal youngsters 
of 14 or 15. 


Instead of expressing the usual 
“Oh” and ‘‘Ah’’ of. unstinting 
praise which many an uncritical 
parent had done at seeing her 
14-year-old barely able to read 
a primer or first grade book, we 
nodded sagely and tried to show 
how that child could close the 
tremendous gap between him- 
self and normal 14-year-olds in 
the public high school, at least 
in his ability to read printed 
English. 

Our failure to employ. the 
“‘sandwich’’ method, and our 
daring to suggest that deaf 14- 
year-olds should be reading more 
advanced books than primers, al- 
most literally caused apoplexy 
among the complacent faculty. 

But our modernization of the 
teaching of the deaf struck home. 
Though the school did not co 
operate much with us, it hired 
a European psychologist to carry 
out our recommendations after- 
wards.
